HE IS NOT SATISFIED
WITH DISSOLUTIONS

Attorney-General Still Considers
Further Steps Against Oil

and Tobacco Trusts.
Washington. .July IT..Attorney-Gen¬

eral McReynohls is stilj considering the
dissolution of the Standard Oil and
tobacco trusts to determine whether
further steps should be taken by the
Federal government to promote real
and free competition, which, it is al¬
leged, does not exist In those Indus¬
tries under present conditions, notwith-
KtnndliiB decrees of dissolution.

In the tobacco case, the Attorney-
Oeneral is giving serious thought to
the bill Introduced by Senator Cum¬
mins, directing the Department of Jus¬
tice to appeal to the Supreme Court
from the decree of dissolution entered
by the Circuit Court for the Southern
I-dstrlct of New York. November 1 *>,
1011, and also authorizing Independent
tobacco manufacturers anil others to
intervene In the case and object to the
decree-

!.'. H. Levy, who represented the In¬
dependents when they unsuccessfully
sought to Intervene before the llnal
entry of the decree, has tiled with the
department a digest of the publication
and an argument in favor of the
legality of the proposed law. This
now is under consideration, and the
Attorney-General is expected to give
his opinion to the Senate Committee
on Judiciary, to which the Curnmin»
1)111 was referred.

Intrlciitr I'roldcm.
Some intricate legal questions, offi¬

cials of the Department of Justice
point out, are involved In the measure.
The government, under the present
statute, had sixty days in which to
appeal to the Supreme Court from the
New York Federal Court decree dis-

Assistant Secretary Osborne Faid to¬
day that he had not only seen the
real remains of Columbus, but that
he had handled his bones, and also a

ill*i found in his body after his
d^ath. The bullet is one of the main
identification marks, he said, bccause
Columbus was known to have had a
bullet ir. his body at the time of his jdeath.

(iKliornr Convinced of Truth.
Assistant Secretary Osborne said to-

day that he had been thoroughly con¬
vinced of the truth and accuracy of
teli story told him by Dominican offi-
t ials, ami hail questioned them care¬
fully about it. He said he believed the1
information of great importance to the
American people, who should know
everything possible about tiie man who
discovered their country.
The suggestion regarding the taking

of the remains through the Panama
Canal was made to Dr. Francis Pe.v-
ic.do. the Dominican minister to the
I'nitod States, by Assistant Secretary
Osborne, and to other officials of the
country. It was received favorably, he
saidito-day.
Walker W. Vick, newlv-appointed re¬

ceiver of customs for Santo Domingo.
!¦< conipanied Secretary Osborne on his
trip, and is also greatly interested in
the question over the location of the
remains of Columbus. Mr. Vick is now
at his New Jersey home, preparatory
to going to Santo Domingo to take uphis new duties.

President Bordas, of the Dominican
republic, was very cordial in his recep¬tion of Mr. Vick and himself. SecretaryOsborne said to-day, and detailed his
entire Cabinet to entertain them. The
Minister of Foreign Affairs was away!
ai the time, but the Minister of Justice,
Senor Tejera, took charge of the party.

'I'ejera Formerly n Priest.
Mr. Osborne said that Senor Tejera

was formerly a priest, and a deep stu¬
dent of history, and was very much in¬
terested in everything pertaining to
Columbus, lie said he vouched thor¬
oughly for the account of how the
Dominican people, unwilling to have
the remains of Columbus removed, ex¬
changed them for those of his son.
The remains which the officials of

the Dominican republic say are those
of Christopher Columbus are at present
In a lead casket about two and a halt
feet long, according to Secretary Oa-
fcorne. Inside the casket is a small
glass case, in which is the lead bullet
and also the dust of some bones.

Secretary Osborne Is a physician, and
was, therefore, much Interested in the
bones, some of which he found to be in
very good condition. One was an arm
bone and another was from a leg.
The casket containing the bones has

boon removed from Its original resting
place, and has been placed in a special

I solving the tobacco trust, but former
Attorney-General Wlckereham agreed
to the decree and did not appeal.

The following description of what
was done with the remains of Columbus
after his death is taken from a late
edition of the Kncy. lopedia Britannica:

"A:t>-r the f 'iner.il ceremonies at
Valladolld, Columbus's remains were
transferred to the Carthus&n monas¬
ter;.' at Santa Maria de las Cuevas. Se¬
ville, where the bones of his son, Diego,
the second admiral, were also laid, Kx-
humed in 154., the bodies of both father
and s >n were taken over sea to His-
panioila. and interred in the Cathedral
. ti San Domingo. In 1 T'.-.i-l796, on the jcession of that island to the French,
the relics were re-exhumed and trans-
fered to the Cathedral of Havana,
whence. after the Spanish-American
War <>i" lv.->. and tlie loss of Cuba.
they w>-r» finally removed to Seville
Cathedral, where- they remain."
